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ABSTEACT 

The University of Alberta conducted this survey of 
foreign students to determine (1) the need for an International 
Centeri (2) the kinds of academic experiences foreign students havei 
(3) the students' perception of the Foreign Student Office; and (4) 
how foreign students adjusted to life in Canada and at the University 
of Alberta* The group surveyed includvjd Canadian students, foreign 
students, and students sponsored by the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) . The students responded that they felt such 
a center should be a focal point for social and cultural interaction. 
A majority of the foreign and CIDA students were willing to make a 
financial commitment to such a center, while Canadian students were 
not. A majority of all three groups indicated that the Center should 
be open tp everyone on campus* A chi^sguare analysis of responses 
indicated that more foreign and CIDA students than could be expected 
felt they were completely prepared to handle work at the University 
of Alberta, while fewer Canadian students than expected felt 
themselves prepared. Students* perceptions of the functions of the 
Foreign Student Office were ranked, with the most commonly preceived 
function being to help the foreign student adjust to Canadian 
society. The problems in adjusting to Canada and the University were 
surveyed using open ended guestions, and ranged from finding the way 
around the city and campus and getting a job for money and 
experience, to establishing a bank account and finding a babysitter.

student Mho, at the ti®e of his birth, had parents that were 
citizens of a country other than Canada? The for®er 
classification was ^ery narrow^ Mhile the latter was so broad 
that it would be difficult to deteraine who was and who was not 
a 'foreign student*. The alternatiTe classification criterion, 
then, was to label all students here unflar a Student visa or 
Landed InMlgrant status foreign students* This classification 
not only included all the students who came to the Onlverslty of 
Alberta froa other countries, but also nearly fifteen hundred 
students with Landed iQiaigrant status lining in Canada* (See 
Table 1)

sample of Canadian students In the study* A stratified sanple of 
three major groups on caipus was selected, Dne*^half of a 
percentua of the Canadian student population^ one hundred 
percent of the Canadian International DeTelopwent Agency (CIDA) 
student population and twenty-fi¥e percent of the reniaining 
students with Studant Visa or Landed Insigrant status were 
selected* The numbers of students which comprised the randoaly 
drawn stratified sample and the nusbers who coapleted the 
questionnaire were:

The Canadian Students were sent a reduced version of the 
same questionnaire^ as sose of the questions were obviously not 
intended for theB* Both versions of the gaestionnnaire were 
mailed on March 15th, shortly after the reading week break on 
caipus and a few weeks before the end of the tera. By June 19th, 
69tt usable guestlonnaires were returned. 
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Canadian stuaents in the saaple who completed the 
questionnaire were representative of the stuaent body in the 
deaographio attributes of mmx^ age, faculty and Biarital status. 
The foreign students in the sample who responaQd latched the 
overall student body on the dimensions of smx and faculty 
enrolaentp but differed froa the student body norm in that they 
were older and a greater percentage of the® ware % larried* (iiee 
Appendix A for aore details) . 

Areas of Concern 

How did the respondents perceiye an International Centre? 
Question 22 asked the students in all three groups what they 
thought an international Centre should do* The respondent was 
incited to write his oirn opionion in the space provided* when 
these answers were coded for keypunching, the separate 
categories were maintained (e*g,, a Mention of a social mixer 
but none of cultural eiEChange* a aention of both social and 
cultural exchange; etc.) * These separate categories are 
presented in Table 3, The noabers in the boxes are subtotals of

Nearly three out of every four respondents felt that the 
International Centre should be a focal point for social and 
cultural interaction. Twenty percent, or one out of every five 
respondents, felt the Centre should function in an advisory 
capacity for foreign students* Four percent of the respondents, 
chiefly Canadian students, were vocal in their opposition to an 
International Centre ,

The investigators posed this question in order to determin© 
hov mach of an attltudinal as well as financial cotiroitment the 
respondent would laake to an International Centre. The question 
was couched in the frasework of the student's personal 
experience, as he already faced a coapulsory fee for seobership 
either in the Students' Onion or the Graduate Students' 
Association* The use of the word 'optional' inadirertently 
clouded the interpretation of the responses, however, for over 
60% of the Canadian students said *'yes'% they would cosmit 
thesselTes to a $10 optional fee for an international Centre, 
but no doubt many cf these students did not, or would not, feel 
much of an inclination to exercise this option* 

Even so, that 60% was the lowest percentage of all three 
groups, for the Foreign Students and those students under some 
sort of support (i.e,^ CIDA) were more inclined to make a 
financial coMitHent {even in the face of an option) than were 
the Canadian Students* Their respactlFe percentages were 68% for 
the Foreign Students and 8M% for the CiDft Students.

Two hundred and thirty-three individuals, or 35% of all the 
responses said "no", they would not wish to make a S10 
contribution to an International Centre. Two hundred and sixteen 
of the 233 gave a reason, Canadians and the Foreign Students, by 
and large, thought that it was too expensive. Thirty-nine 
Canadian Students and thirty-one Foreign Students felt the fee 
was too expensive. A great many Canadians, 53 to be exact, or 
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3951 of the Canadian Stuflent response^ f#lt that they siaply 
vould not be Intarasted or would not nake any use of an 
International Centre, Abont one out of every six reapondente 
(15S of the 216) indicated that he vould not support an 
international Centre because he felt that such a Centre ought to 
be supported by soae agency such as the tiniversity, the 
Proifincial or the Federal Governaent. A similar proportion of 
responses had generally negatiTe comBents about either the 
Centre itself or the concept of a fee assessment (see Appendix B 
for student coiiments) • 

It ifould be interesting to compare the Intended utilization 
of an International Centre with other such public facilities on 
campus (e*g,^ the Students' Onion Bookstore, the Students' Union 
Gameroba^ the Physical Education Building, or any one of the 
University's Libraries).

Question 21 asked all the students in the three saaples who 
should be entitled to use the International Centre. An 
overwhelming majority of responses indicated that the Centre 
should be open to everyone on campus. Seventy percent of the 
Canadian Students^ forty-seven percent of the CIDA students, and 
sixty-slit percent of the other Foreign Students felt that the 
International centre should be open to everyone in the academie

The chl-square statletics for thte two by two presertation 
is 13*,92# which with one degree of freedoa has a probability 
greater than .OOI, In other words, the chance that such a 
distribution would occur is leas than one in a thousand* 

An examination of the contribution to this chi-sguare 
nuBber reveals that there is a Baldistribution between the «no" 
responses of the Canadian Students and of the Foreign Students, 
lleven sore of the 372 Canadian students who answered this 
question felt that they were in the prograa of their choice, 
while eleven fewer of the 298 Foreign Students who answered this

It was posalble to exaBlne the responses of the Foreign

Question 28 of the questionnaire speeifically asked Foreign 
Students what kinds of problems they encountered when they first 
arrived in Canada, The greatest difficulty experienced when 
first arriving in Canada was orienting oneself to the city of 
Edmonton* Fifty-seTen percent of the 295 Foreign Students 
experienced this problea. The next greatest difficulty 
encountered was of course selection^ where slightly better than 
half of the Foreign Students in the survey reported having this 
problem. The third most frequently mentioned problem was making 
friends; followed very closely by obtaining a place to live and 
becoaing orientert to the University of Alberta campus. Problems 
with financial aspects of living seemed to have been of minor 
importance^ for only 17% of the respondents had difficulty 
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■ 

converttng loney into Cmnadian curtenoy. Forty responaents (oc 
1^*%) had experiencea probless getting credit from the bank anfl 
only U% had diffieulty establishing a bank account*

The second half of this question was open ended. In Table 
15 the responses of the CIDA students are separated from those 
of the other Foreign Students. In general, Foreign Students seem 
to have a great deal of difficulty getting a job either for 
experience or Cor money, one respondent on a Student Visa said 
he vas refused a professional internship because it was judged

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to be gainful eaiployaent* This has hart those who are not, CIDA 
students more than it dia those who are* One personal problem^ 
aifficolty in aaking friends^ emerges in both groups of Foreign 
Students* Note that iteBS 2 and M of Table 15 below [ getting 
along with Canadian Students and Being out of one's social 
ttilieu ] ^ when taken together^ would out*rank the first most 
freguently aentioned difficulty. Twelve of the U1 CIDA students 
and 19 of the 268 Foreign Students had reported experiencing 
this problem with Canadian Students,
